As an example of continuing cooperation by the 
FBI with local law enforcement authorities, 1 would like to

The Indictment charges three men with the gangland 
slaying of Bocco Digeglio,and Goonaro Angiulo as an accessory 
before the fact of murder. Angriulo is a leading member of 
La Cosa Nostra and the highest ranging member of that organi- 
zation in the Boston area. 

The evidence upon which the indictment was returned 
was developed during FBI investigation of Raymond L. S. 

Patriarca, Providence, Rhode Island, who is the "boss* 1 of 
La Cosa Nostra throughout New England. The evidence was 
developed principally through interviews of Joseph Baron, 
commonly known as "Joe Barbosa , ,f who is also the primary 
witness against Patriarca and two subordinates in the Interstate 
Transportation in Aid of Racketeering-Gambling case of which 
you are aware.

JERRY ANGIULO -had .purchased a debugging 11 truck from a private 
eye for approximately $1,500. It is an Econovan type truck 
hearing Texas license 5 W 7671 . This truck has electronic 
equipment valued ‘at $7,000 or $8,000 which monitors all local 
and Federal law enforcement agency frequencies in this area. 

The purchase price was so low as a result of the private eye 
being in financial difficulty and having to sell in a hurry. 

Informant did not know the identity of the private 
eye but had heard that this truck had also been used to install 
bugging devices which the truck would monitor from ah area of 
three to five blocks away. 

The method of using the truck as a debugging device is 
as follows: .. . 

An instrument similar to a music tuning fork is 
placed in the room that is believed to bo bugged.
